Many of you hac seen, a lew 
^ years ago, one or both of those 
-;wonderfuI films rctracine the life 
^ of Britain's well-beloved Queen: 
" ••Victoria the Great" and "Sixty 
Years of Glory." Each picture cm 
phasizcd the importance in the 
Queen's life of her husband, Prince 
Albert of Saxony. Indeed, he was 
a model husband, and Victoria, ac- 
cording to the laws of malrimoniai 
] heraldry, surmounted her shield 
with an escutcheon on which were 
represented the Saxon arms. If you 
want to Itnow what it loo|<cd lilcc, 
observe the R.V.C. wall facing on 
University near Sherbrooke, or the 
balzons whlch„ adorn_ tfeç, Jîyrr'Ç 
Gymnasium. Albert was just the 
Prince Consort, and this well- 
known fact has spread the notion 
that a ruling queen's husband is 
always just a husband. However. 
Prince Consorts have been rare in 
European history. 

After Henry the Eighth's Pro- 
tcstaht-minded son Edward the 
Sixth, Mary the First— chriitcned 
Bloody Mary by anli-Roman con- 
troversialists — succeeded to the 
. throne, and with hor. as king in 
• title ' only, Archduke Philip of Aus- 
triq,;then King of Naples ant In- 
iante of Spain, who. after his wife's 
death, became King Dowager, of 
England. His coins describe him as 
"Philip, by God's Grace King of 
Spain, Portugal, Both-Sicilies, Eng- 
land and Jerusalem." Meanwhile, 
his sister-in-law Elizbbeth ascended 
the throne; the wide range of her 
activities did not include the helcc- 
tion of a husband and the raising 
of children, and thus her heir ap- 
parent was Mary Queen of Scots, 
who provides us with^a varied as- 
sortment of husbands. Francis of 
Valois was proclaimed by treaty 
King of Scotland, enjoying rignts 
equal in all respects to those of his 
wife. Styled "le Roi-Dauphin" be- 
fore the death of his father, he was 
subsequently known as Francis 11, 
King of France and Scotland. This 
monarch's life soon ended, and 
Mary then married Henry Stuart, 
Lord Darnley, who became titular 
king. Coins were struck bearing 
this inscription: Mary St Henry, by 
God's Grace Queen and King of 
Scots. Mary's third husband, the 
Earl' of Bothwell, had to be content 
with the title of Duke of Orkney. 

Mary the Second, great-great- 
grand-daughter of Mary Stuart, 
shared throne and power with Wil-

Post-War Plans 
Found Obsolete 

Reconstruction 
On Modem Basis 
Urged By Arthur 



Toronto, December 10.— (C.U.P.) 
—In a lecture at 'Toronto Univer- 
sity today Professor. E. R. Arthur 
criticized the plans for the recon- 
struction after the war, of bombed 
London. These plans have been 
submitted for criticism by . the 
British Royal Academy Planning 
Committee. 

Prof. Arthur pointed out. that the 
plans fail to meet the necessities of 
modern life, seeking to imitate 
architecture of Imperial Rome, or 
even the middle ages, rather than 
attempting to cope with traffic and 
housing problems. The plans, he 
said, were "concerned more with 
Geometry than human life." 

Existing plans, he went on to say, 
for St. Paul'< ..Cathedral, as. the 
Academy 'visualized Iti must be con- 
fusing for Britons, as they show the 
typical courtly life of the 17th Cen- 
tury. "The only useful buildings in 
the drawing." he said, "are docks 
for the royal barges." 

Prof. Arthur said that as these 
prints could hardly be called satis- 
factory for the future, in his opin- 
ion, plans for the reconstruction of 
post-war Canada should be forged 
without delay. '

Formal social functions and inter 
collegiate football used to be a big 
part of college life in those days, 

On Friday, we are holding our 
first formal of the session. These 
social functions have been cut 90;i; 
and inter-collegiate athletic con- 
tests are out for the duration. 

Take the Engineers, for an ex- 
ample. In 1038, the engineering stu- 
dent spent his .holidays on survey 
parties or building highways, work- 
ed in factories mainly for exper- 
ience, or just plain loafed. 

"Dem was de good ol' days," is 
the cry today. In 1042 the Engineer- 
ing student spends his holidays 
working as an active producer in 
a war plant 

In 1B38 other students worked as 
pursers on steamboats, worked in 
summer hotels, ■ sold magazines, 
worked as filling station attendants, 
were life guards at resorts, or, led a 
life of leisure. 

This summer will see students do- 
ing more Important jobs. Some will 
work in war. plants, others on 
farms, all will spend some time in 
military camps. 

But here is where the line is 
drawn. In years gone by most stu- 
dents had a happy-go-lucky atti- 
tude and travelled through college 
at a leisurely pace. 

This is no longer the case. Most 
students feel they are finishing 
their education on "borrowed 
time," are resolved to waste none 
of It, study harder, read more, and 
in short be an asset, not a liability 
to their country.

Looking at tlié metropolitan press, and 
at the different college papers, we can no' 
tice a strnngc thing. It seems, for some 
réason or other that there is an abnormal 
amount of conflict on the different campi. 
There is conflict between students and 
students, and there is conflict between 
students and Faculties. Most of the major 
Universities across Canada seem to be 
striclcen with this strange malady. 

At our own McGill University, there 
has been misunderstanding between the 
students themselves on l'affaire Culliton. 
An issue has been created - between stu- 
dents and administration over the same 
subject. The closing of non-essential fac 
ulties has been a source for argument. At 
the University of Toronto, a storm is 
brewing over the non - admission of 
"friendly enemy-aliens" to the University 
Manitoba University has its own problem 
with the "conscientjous objectors." Some 
twenty undergradiiates of the University 
of Saskatchewan have been asked to re 
port to Basic Training centres for failure 
to attend military training. Right here in 
Montreal, the "Georgian" editor has been 
j^fired for writing on a controversial issue, 
'^And so it goes all along the line. 

There have always been a certain 
: amount of controversial issues at the Can- 
adian Universities, which was. to be e.\- 
peoted. For, if nowhere èlse, universities 
are the. place where minds should bè op- 
enèd, and controversial subjects not be al 
'^owed to fester. Çut it seems Ihàt thé iS' 
H^es at thè present time are much more 
^ëîious. Therè seems to be a feeling o ' 
J^gèneral discontent with the set-up as it is 
:nbw. And because of this all the . little 
''^;things are played up out of their proper 
^/proportion. 
• ': Why is therè this feeling? Why shouk 
students bother with the drafting of a pro 
féssor? Why shouldn't students feel satis 
fied once they are deferred from thCv^draftV 
Why all this haggling? Why all this 
worry? 

The answèr to the above questions lies 
''\perhaps in the fact that the students them 
'^selves do not feel whether they are doing 
I'the right thing by staying in college. Their 
^'status has NOT been clearly defined by 
the Federal authorities, and what is more 
important their status has not been dc 
y' fined by the University authorities. They 
seem to subconsciously feel that perhaps 
they are not doing the right thing by stay 
ing in collège. True, they have bèèn tok 
that they would not be drafted . . . tha, 
they are more important to thè country 
Iwhen they obtain thëir degrèes. But how 
are they more important? Why does the 
'government want them at college? If- it is 
for post-w^r work they should kpow about 
■^' it. If it is for the present war effort, they 
àliQuId know about it too. They must 
Icqbw where they are headiqg aqd who is 
leading them. " 
.^^. .Tbis then is t|]e job of the University 
àsd Federal authorities. Define tl^. status 
of the students. They must not be allowet 
to feel that tliey are PRIVILEGED by 
staying at tiie University, but rather that 
they are as much a part bf^theiwàr-éffort 
às the munitions worker. If this is not the 
càse— they should know about this too 
and let them .fdUo:nr the dictates of iiièir 
(xmseienee. 



Music Notes 



Little Symphony Concert . . . Bernard Naylor, 

Conductor 

All the charm o( the composers of the classi- 
cal period, ail the warmth tA the chamber music 
o( the eighteenth century, waa brought back on 
Tuesday night by Bernard Naylor and his 
"LitUe Symphony" players In their first con- 
cert ot the season given at the Hermitage. The 
conductor and players seemed to feel the spirit 
ot the music right from the start, and worked 
delightfully w^ll together. This type of music 
fills a gap in Montreal musical events, and, if 
Tuesday night was any indication, Mr. Naylor 
and his group should have a very successful 
series. . ■ 

Hie music written by composers like Hen- 
del and Mozart, was actually scored for strings 
and wood-winds, and about thirty to forty play- 
ers were Included in this combinaUon. When 
these works are performed by the modern 
symphony orchestras of ninety or a hundred 
players, and have the brasses and percussion 
included in Ute score, they naturally lose most 
of their musical value. At least they are not 
performed according to the composer's original 
Intentions., That Is why the "Little Symphony" 
which is planned according to the first 
symphony orchestras in the time of Haydn and 
Mozart, can faithfully follow out the composers' 
original score. 

The eighteenth century music performed on 
Tuesday night was played by about thirty 
players. The tone produced was quite big 
enough for the place, which Incidentally, seems 
to be Ideally selected for this type of music. 
Mr. Naylor, in his thoroughness for detail, did 
not allow the string; to drown out the wood- 
winds, which are one of the features of this 
music. They did however lapse into an occa- 
sional double forte— but this Mas not serious 
enough to detract in any way from the general 
performance. 

The "Aipripplna" overture by Handel was a 
good start to the concert, after which came the 
'Christmas Concerto" by CoreUi. This is dc' 
lightfully charming music with three "concer 
tino" parts for two violins and 'cello. These 
were pliyed, and very well too, by Messrs. 
Onderet, Brott and Leduc, respectively. The 
first halt of the concert finished with a short, 
seldom-played symphony in D by Gossec. This 
is music with no serious IntenUons but quite 
tuneful enough and carefully prepared. 

The second half of the concert was taken 
up with the Mozart G minor Symphony. This 
is familiar music and it was really played as 
the composer had intended it to be played. Hera 
again Mr. Naylor showed how he stresses detail 
For all the nuances and phrasing were brought 
out even better than in the earlier part of th 
concert, and certainly beUer than they could 
have been brought out if played by a large 
orchestra. Especially fine were the slow move- 
ment and minuet. 

The concert as a whole wa^ definitely worth 
while hearing, and music lovers ot Montreal 
should look forward to the remainder ot the 
season. . The next concert will be given next 
Tuèsday night.

the Romans. But Queen; Joan did 
not die before her son's'àbdîcaliôn, 
and thus throughout hit rcign, her 
name appeared on official docu- { 
ments before his own. 

When Joseph the First, King of I 
Portugal and the'Aigafves died in 
1777. he left the throne to his 
daughter Mary the First married t6 
her uncle Peter of Braganza, Peter I 
the Third. Like Joan of Spain, 
Mary was overcome simultaneously 
by widowhood and madness, and 
the regency was exercised by the 
future John VI, her 'son. All the 
royal family had to leave Portugal 
and seek refuge In Brazil, then a I 
Portuguese colony. There the queen 
died, leaving Portugal to her son 
while Brazil became an independ- 
ent emphre under the rule ot her 
grandson Feter^I,' who after a brief 
rcign as Peter IV of Portugal left 
the latter realm to his daughter, 
Mary 11, and returned to Brazil 
Mary II of Portugal and Isabel II ot 
Spain were to have a turbulent! 
reign, owing to the disorders creat- 
ed by the partisans ot their respec- 
tive uncles, .who' claimed that they I 
had been frustrated ot their rights 
to succession. After a brief rule, 
Michael the First, uncle of Mary, 
had to abdicate and give the throde 
back to his niece, who henceforth 
reigned in -peace together with her 
consort, Ferdinand IT. ot thé house 
ot Saxony. Meanwhile, Isabel II 
was having trouble with her ener- 
getic uncle, Don Carlos. Civil war 
broke out, and finally Don Carlos 
was expelled from the country às 
well as Isabel, and with her, her 
cousin and husband Francis I. Mary 
ot Portugal, by this time, had died, 
and the throne of Spain was offered 
to the King Dowager of Portugal 
and to various other people who 
declined the offer. Prince Amadeus 
of Italy consented to reign, but was 
soon replaced by a republic, and I 
finally Isabel's infant son acceded! 
to the re-established throne. Ferdi- 
nand II ot Portugal devoted the| 
remainder of his life to thè educa- 
tion ot his son Peter V and ended | 
by marrying a prima-donna, while 
Francis I ot Spain retired In Paris | 
where he died in 1902, two years be- 
fore his wife; *.

What b I.S.S.r 

International. Student Service is a non- 
sectarian and non-poiitical organization witti 
headquarters in Geneva. It is recognized as 
the official -student relief body, and its worlc 
is endorsed by the Ried Cross, Y-NLCA^ Pax 
Homana and World Student Christian Federa- 
tion. 

It operates under the Geneva Convention 
of 1929 and in Canada under the Canadian War 
■ Charities Act. 

The relief work thus admjnlstercd is essen- 
tially a student concern. The funds are spent 
In providing books and study materials to stu- 
dents and prolessors wherever the war has 
disrupted their studies. Where the need is 
more fundamental than ior study material 
physical relief in the form of food, medicine 
and clothing are provided. This work is dup- 
' licated by no other organization. 

Appeal for Funds ' 

The appeal for funds is made solely to stu- 
dents and their friends, and only their support 
enables this work to carry on. This year Cana- 
dian universities must contribute $10,000, moro 
than double last year's budget, if the needs are 
to be met. 

Work Being Done for British Prisoners 

The current budget calls for $197,934. Of 
this over $S0,000 is needed to provide the intel- 
lectual and personal relief to the prisoners of 
war in Germany and Italy alone. By fai? the 
greater number of these prisoners are British. 

Greece 

In Greece a student canteen has been or- 
ganized in Athens where, once a day, 10,000 
students receive a meal of 80 grams (less than 
three ounces) of olives or their equivalent nu- 
tritional value in kidney beans, raisins or figs. 

"After each regular distribution, hundreds 
of students wait In line, hpping to get a small 
second helping." In Greece, too, $8,500 is need- 
ed to. help 400 tubercular students whose life 
depends on the milk that can only be provided 
if it is bought in Switzerland and distributed 
through the Joint relief commission of the In- 



tcrnatlonal Red Cross. $4,250 is needed to pro- 
vide medical supplies needed lor students In 
Greece, and $2,250 for clothes. 

Belgium 

In Belgium also there is a need for food. 
Seven hundred students are already in need of 
help, and with a coming winter of famine, 
there will be many more, here and elsewhere 
to be considered. 

Poland 

AU Polish soldiers but officers have been 
released from actual prisoner of war camps, 
and arc now doing civilian labor under close 
supervision. There arc still, however, 60,000 of- 
ficers behind barbed wire, most of them com- 
pleting their third year of captivity. 

Study for them is of especial importance 
because all universities and schools have been 
closed . in Poland. Only through the study 
availaDle 'in prisoner of war camps and in in- 
ternment camps in Switzerland can Polish 
youth prepare Itself for the necessary task of 
intellectual leadership after the war. The cur- 
rent budget calls for over $27,000 for thé relief 
of Polish students. 

Similar work is being carried out in most 
of the countries of Hurope. 

Canada 

The I.S,S. also works with enemy prisoners 
of war and interned refugees in allied coun- 
tries. It does this not only because by the 
Geneva Convention of 1929 it is obligated to 
do so if it is to be permitted to work in enemy 
territory but also because it recognized that 
positive good-will expressed through material 
assistance is a necessary first step in develop- 
ing international understanding and co-opera- 
tion. 

Furthermore, hundreds of refugees interned 
in Canada are ardently opposed to Nazi-ism. 
They escaped from Germany before the war 
started but, being in England when hostilities 
broke out were seized and sent to Canada as 
internees purely as a precautionary measure. 
Since then 900 have been released and have 
voluntarily Joined the British forces. Others 
have been released to contribute as war work- 
ers in Canada while still others have been 
freed to continue their studies. But there arc 
still many in the camps that have to be helped. 

China 

In China students have packed books and 
laboratory equipment and moved their univer- 
sities on their backs 1,500 miles inland. Bomb- 
ed again and again they have moved on, re- 
fusing defeat, refusing to hide, as they prepare 
for the future leadership 'of China. In July,' 



1937 when war broke out, China had 108 col- 
leges. Within two years time 54 had been de- 
stroyed or abandoned, yet last year China re- 
ported 101 colleges functioning with student 
population maintained practicalijr at pre-war 
leveL 

Today word comes from China that "Mud 
bricks arcpiled up to servo as desks and din- 
ner tables. Mat sheds are put up as tempor- 
ary lecture halls. As many as 150 students use 
one text-book." Chinese students have walked 
over a thousand miles, have taken lectures in 
bomb-proof cellars and have sat for examina- 
tions during air-raids, in order that they might 
get an education. They have used caves as 
class rooms and dugouts as dormitories. 

One-half of these students have to depend 
on relief. They arc In desperate need of food, 
clothing, medicine -and study ,nMterU)t. h Five 
cents will buy a Chinese sttident^six* meals, 
15 cents will provide two weeks shelter, $1.00 
will provide winter clothing for four students, 
$20.00 will pay for room and board for a whole 
year, pclrmitting one more student to carry 
through with his college course. 

From Chengkiang '. in Yunnan a student 
writes, "We have no pens to write, no books 
to read, no homes in which to live, no clothes 
to withstand the winter, an^, moreover, no 
food to sustain our lives, ... As medical stu- 
dents we arc going to minister to the sick In 
body and mind. Now by yoiir help I have the 
chance of rejoining the university. I can hard- 
ly describe my happiness at receiving your 
aid." 

The Challenge 

Here is the challenge we have to face. Stu- 
dents in China have had their universities 
blo\yn to bits, their libraries burned, their 
laboratories smashed. One thing only has not 
been smashed. Their spirit is unconquerable 
They endure famine, sickness, cold, hunger, 
yet they go on. ■ 

In prisoner -of war a'nd^ Internee camps In 
Europe studentis are in sore' need. They are in 
the backwash of war. They have a deadening 
cense of defeat. The future presents no hope.

If we fail here our 
whole struggle Is in vain. We must win the 
war.
